, DEANS, N. J.— (#>)— Between 25 and 
30 persons were injured when an'At- 
lantic City-to-New York express train 
ploughed' into a derailed freight just 
west of here Tuesday night. 


The locomotive and first three cars 


of the six-car express plunged over 
an eight-foot embankment. The last 
three cars left the rails ,but did not 
go over. 


Hurry calls brought ambulances and 


physicians from New Brunswick, five 
miles east of here. 


The engineer of the, express train 


was thrown from his cab into a brook 
at tho bottom of the embankment and 
was almost' drowned before rescuers 
reached him. He suffered fractures of 
both legs. 


The fireman also was hurt seriously, 


At hospitals in New Brunswick it 
was reported none of the passengers 
was seriously injured.

Traffic on the four-track Irunk line

'In admitting the truth of a confes- 
sion made soon after his' capture at 
Bono, Harris testified he was "hyster- 
ically afraid" of Royal. Harris 'testi- 
fied he seized the tire pump in one 
hand and the jack in the other and 
began beating Royal. 


Harris said' he knew Royal carried! a 


knife. Under cross examination by 
District Attorney E. L. Lincoln, Harris 
became confused. 


The state used more than a dozen 


Witnesses in identifying Harris as the 
companion of'Hpyalin a Mount Ver- 
non cafe shortly before the slaying, in 
describing the death scene and the 
condition of the body.
